SECURITY PURPOSES 


Many firms who would not avail themselves of the Perkins 
Bacon service ha their own printers overprint (or underprint) 


supplies of stamps for then. 


Overprinting was a breach of the 


Post Office rules since overprinting on the face was likely to 


render postmarks indecipherable. 


Those underprinted, were, of 


course, often unidentifiable after the gum had been removed since 


the ink disappeared with the gum.

All of these overprints appeared on the ld Draft or 


Inland Revenue stamps in 1881 and the introduction of combined 
Postage & Revenue stamps made little further need to overprint 
Revenue stamps, except those required for Documentary purposes 
which were usually of higher denomination. 
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
